•tate. Any person can file a complaint 
against reckless or improper driving 
The secretary of state must havo a 
hearing in the judicial district In which 
the alleged offender resides and if the 
complaint is sustained, the right to 
drive a. motor-vehicle can be revoked. 


It Is believed by the officials of the 


State Automobile association that this 
provision will accomplish every good 
that could be accomplished by the ex- 
amination of drivers and will save to 
tho state for the maintenance of high- 
ways ?1,000,UOO or more that would 
be expended for the examination of 
drivers. 


These two bills will be introduced 


at the opening of the next legislature 
and will be pressed for an early pas- 
sage so that the motorists will all be 
informed of these vital changes in the 
law befoie the opening of the next 
touring season.

Captain Roald Amundsen, discoverer 


•f the bouth pole and navigator of 'lie 
northwest 
pat>b<ixe. arrived In tliH 


country from Norway recently anJ 
told of his plan to fly over the north 
pole la a specially constructed aero- 
plane. 


Captain Amun-Jscn said thnt IIP et- 


pccted to make obsorv utlom of Uio 
ocean and air curieiits (if the pole, 
rhich would aid in -weather prognosti- 
cations. 


"If the scientists of tb<» world hava 


the necessary oata regarding the mo\ e- 
inents of the waters and air-j at oue 
of the earth's nies tlicy will be en- 
abled to compile many much neecleJ 
figures " 


Expect* to Start In 1918. 


Tho expedition, which may not get 


a-nay until the spring of 1918, due to 
the alonncss of completion of Captain 
Amundsen's ship, owing to the war 
orders which the Norwegian shipyards 
arc comjtleting, will be composed of 
many leading rclentlsts, both here and 
obroad. 


Captain Amundsen said that the per- 


jonnel of his party had iiut yet been 
decided upon and it was largely for 
that icason he had come to America, 
BS Ametlcii had furnished so many 
men for polar scientific and rcs>euu li 
work. 
He expects to purchase two 


large aeroplanes, probably of different 
makes, and a largo supply of provt- 
llons. sufflcleut to lust two years. Tbe 
aeroplanes and provisions will be pur» 
chased here owing to the scarcity In 
Europe caused by the war. 


During tho July following the com- 


pletion of his ship Captain Amundsen 
\vlll proceed as far as the ice floes 
will permit, and he hopes to bt curt lei 
etlll farther by the polar currents. As 
Boon ns his progress is halted he In- 
tcnJs tf> use aeroplanes to fly over the 
pole. He said:

upply. The chief depot at Edinburgh. 
fotland. Is receiving orders from the 
Trltlsb war office for some 20,000dress 
mss u. week. 


The peculiar firtne* of sphagnum 


moss aro Us lightness, which makes It 
much more comfortable than cotton 
u-ool, especially In hot weather; Its 
silky, comfortable feeling and Its re- 
markable powers of absorption, 
b> 


which it carries In Its wet state fall} 
ton times Its own weight of water. 


The moss grows abundantly upon 


moorlands wherever peat and heather 
ire found. The beautiful red velvet 
.arlety (which Is not very common) Is 
"ound in the drier places In the form 
>f little cushions, often mixed with 
heather. There Is a more slender 
rreen variety, which grows actually In 
\rater, filling open field drains and bog 
iioles. But the standby Is the bronze 
Mirlety, which is found In great beds 
ivlth a peaty bottom In very largo 
luantltlcs. 
Tho moss Is being gathered In most 


of the moorland parts of the British 
'sles by shepherds, keepers, voluntary 
workers of all sorts, ministers, school 
•Mldren. boy scouts, etc. 
At the cen- 


tral depots the moss Is picked and 
cleaned. anHseptically treated and then 
pnt under a hydraulic press. The 
dressings In their final form are like 
little square biscuits, with gauze on 
either side. These are being sent In a 
continuous stream to every field of 
war. 
They are especially useful fo 


ile'd dressings, as an enormous num- 
ber of them can be packed in a small 
•,pace.

in the world. Jack London went there 
with the avowed Intention of remain- 
Ing until he had captured a Beardslee 
trout. For four dajs he went out In 
the morning and rowed back at night, 
ate his meals and repaired to his tent 
Not a word was said 
Guests In a 


nearby hotel saw him bring In strings 
of fine specLled and Dolly Varden 
trout, but no Beardslee trout. 


Among the guests was Ales Pan- 


tases, vaudeville circuit -»agnate, who 
learneJ of London s giCJt dream and 
planned to play a little ruse on the 
author. 


One morning Jlr. Fnntages approach- 


ed London at breakfast and ouerfd to 
bet 5-lOCi against all the money London 
had in his pockets tint Jack would not 
catch a good Beardslee trout during his 
stay there.

Jack found $3, and they left the mon- 


ey -Kith the innkeeper. 


In the flat bottomed boat assigned 


to each guest London rowed across the 
lake, fully five miles from the inn. He 
fished all flay His boat was fairly 
swamped with -Various species of trout 
and some nice salmon. But in spite of 
forty-seven changes of flics and three 
hours of trolling not a Beardslee trout 
even made a strike at the beauty hooks 
and glistening -spoons.

Bloody Engagement In the 


Balkans.

was a chef In a well known Xew York 
hotel and Is now tvith the French cr- 
peditlonary army In Macedonia has 
written a full and glowing account of 
the "battle of the soup kettle" to his 
trtends in this country. 


Of coarse, like all other chefs In the 


French army, this chef Is cooking for 
the soldiers. Naturally he specializes 
on soup, as goup Is the standard hot 
ration of the army 


In the recent French advance north 


of SaloniLl toward the Servian frontier 
the chef sent forward a hujre kettle of 
soup to tlie poilus In the most advanced 
trenches. 


Just as thp soup carriers reached 


their flestlnit'on t'io Kulturs attacked 
the French iluous'v \\lth the bayonet 
ftnd su"cerdeJ In cnte-ing the trench. 


The French hlgnaY 1 for a barrage of

bronze rivets to a hollow wooden core, 
and is modeled so as to accurately rep- 
resent the form of a real les. The out- 
side is be'leved to have beca enameled 
flesh color, and the upper part of tha 
artificial leg vas connected with the 
living stump bv means of a eiixlet of 
sheet bronze edged \\ilh small rivets, 
probably used to fasten a leather lin- 
ing.—-Pearson's.

institution to Be Erected In New York 


City For Those of Moderate Means. 
Fees For Services Can Be Paid on th« 
Inatallment Plan—Will H»va Staff of 
Eminent Physicians. 


There Is soon to he established In 


New York city the first diagnostic bos- 
pUal in this co'.mtry, which, will per- 
form In the hlxhl.v specialized medicine 
of today tho function of the old family 
physician of fifty years ago. 
It will 


look over a patient sufferitis from an 
unidentified nilment, tind out what Is 
the matter with hlin and direct him to 
a specialist If ho can afford It. If not, 
he will be sent back to the Keneral 
practitioner uuder whose care he has 
been, with a complete diagnosis of liU 
disease, a plan for treating it suggest- 
ed by comoetent specialists and refer- 
ences to mcciit literature on the sub/ 
ject. 


The New York Diagnostic society Is 


planning thu now institution. 
There 


are about IV )0 physiciuny and surjjooiis 
among the asjofiate members and al- 
most as many lay members. 
About 


$100,000 has already been raised by the 
building fund committee, and only $90,. 
000 Is still required to complete the 
sum needed for buildings and grounds, 
which will be in a central part, of Man- 
hattan. 


It is hoped that the institution "will 


be self supporting, and Dr. M. Joseph 
.Mandelbaum, president of the society, 
has worked out a plan of Installment 
payments which he thinks will brln; 
about this result. 
"I know this will 


appear startling," he said recently, "to 
those who are no: lu tho habit of look, 
in? at these- matters from the stand- 
point of dollars and cents. But this is 
a practical plan and therefore must be 
considered from the most easily ap- 
plied financial basis. This method of 
payment will be especially for those 
who are wage earners, whereby If their 
application for diagnostic services is 
approved by their employers or otheM 
equally responsible n method of small 
periodic payments will secure for them 
the very best diagnostic skill." 


The need for such nn institution "was 


first pointed out by Dr. Charles H. 
Mnj'O In an address before the <~'ath- 
ollc Hospital association at Milwau- 
kee. 
Dr. Mayo expressed the opinion 


that the one Rrent present day need 
in the direction of hospital advance- 
ment was a hospital devoted exclusive- 
ly to diagnosis.
